The closest prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest: 

• A current pulse receiving circuit including a DC cancellation circuit that cancels a DC 
offset component in the current-to-voltage converter circuit, in which an effect of canceling the 
DC offset component in the DC cancellation circuit is reduced according to an output signal 
from the large signal detection circuit, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations, as 
called for in claim 20;
